The purpose of the Political Department was to keep all military personnel 
loyal to the people, the party, the republic, and KIM Il-song; to instill 
confidence of victory in the troops; to insure that the men will carry out 
orders from superiors promptly and accurately; to foster friendship between 


North Korean soldiers and the people of the world; to foster hatred of 
imperialism and the United States among the soldiers of the army; and to make 


ali military personnel study military science and the record of the Soviet Army. 


Privates, non-commissioned officers, and officers of company and platoon levels 
received political instruction twice a week, 2 hours each time. Officers of. 
regimental and battalion levels attended classes on Marx-Leniniam for 4 hours 
every 10 days. Officers of division and corps level had to study Marx-Leniniam 
privately. Each class had an instructor and an assistant instructor. 


On 3 August 1952, the main office of the Political Department was. in Kwanghop~ 
sa Temple at the foot of Taesong-san at approximately YD-468287 in a one-story 
building 15 yards wide and 25 yards long. The department was staffed by ho 
high-ranking officers, 5 staff members of the Korean Labor Party, and 5 North 
Korean justices and prosecutors. Eighty soldiers armed with 5 machine guns 
and 2 x 120-mm. anti-aircraft guns (sic) guarded the area. Several houses of 
government officials, ineluding that. of PAK Hon-yon, were about 700 yards 
southwest of the office building. ,
